Council, Meffengers at Arms Our Sheriffs in that part, con- 
ju”aly and ſeverally, ſpecially conſtiture, Greeting g Foraſmuch as We are 
informed, that ſeveral Souldiers belonging to Our Forces within this Our An= 
cient Kingdom, have D=lerted; And We being delirous rather to reclaim 
Tranſgre{iours by Clemency, than to puniſh them with the outmolt Severi- 
ty 5 Therefore We, with Advice of the Lords of Our Privy Council, have 
thought fit to Require, and do hereby Require all Souldiers that have De- 
ſerted, to return totheir Colours, and to Our Service, b<twixt and the Firſt 
day of Fanxary nextto come, promiling to Indemnifie, likeas We do hereby 
fully Iademnifie for their bypaſt deſcrting, all that ſhall return in manner fore- 
ſaid 3 But on the other hand, certifying ſuch as ſhall not return betwixt and 
the day foreſaid, that both they and their Reſetters ſhall be proſecute with 
the outmoſt ſeverity, conform to the Laws and Proclamations emicted againſt 
them. Avd farder, We do hereby Impower and Require all Officers what- 
ſomever, belonging to Our Forces, either at heme or abroad, to ſeize and 
apprehend after the day foreſaid, all ſuch Deſerters as (hall not accept of this 
Our gracious offer, to the effec they may be cordignly puniſhed, as ſaid is. 
Our Will js heretore, and We Charge you ſtrittly, and Command that in- 
continent theſe Our Letter: ſeen, ye paſs tothe Mercat-Crofs of 8dinburgh, and 
tothe Mercat-Croſics of the remancat Head-Burghs of the ſeveral Shires, and 
Ste-vartries within this Kingdom, and thcre in Our Name and Authority, by 
open Pruclamation, make Publication of the Premiſles, that none pretend jg= 

norancez And Orgains theſe prefents to be Printed.
